I would like a little space in your 
valued paper to reply to a letter ap- 
pearing in the issue of April 6th., a 
reply which should be made both to 
the gentlemen who signed the letter 
and also in fairness to the Trustees 
of the Western Irrigation District. 

On March 4th., the date the agree- 
ment was to be signed between the 
Railway Co. and the Irrigation Com., 
both the Railway Co. and the Irriga- 
tion Counsel insisted that the Com- 
mittee become Trustees in order that 
the agreement be given legal effect 
and also that the government in pass. 
ing an act to incorporate the Western 
District asked that Trustees be nam- 
ed in the act to carry on for one year 
the same as was done in the incorp- 
oration of the Easter Irrigation Dis- 
trict. 

It was pointed out that the Railway 
Co. and the Government wanted the 
first Board to be men who were fam. 
iliar with all details connected with 
negotiations and organization set up 
to look after interests of the water 
users. 

The Committee was wery reluctant 
to take this step but in view of the 
shortness of time to get acceptance 
from Montreal for the Railway C. and 
passage of the bill through the legis- 
lature, I took the entire responsibility 
for this step and acceded to the wish 
es of the parties involved. 

I might state that at the last meet- 
ing of the large committee of 15 at 
which Mr. Sarsons was present, an«t 
at the time Mr. Cammaert was added 
to the committee, it was agreed that 
this committee have the power to 
sign the agreement with the Railway 
Co. There was some discussion that 
in all probability that committee 
would be the original Board of Trust- 
ees for the Western Irrigation Dis- 
trict as it was realized that there 
would be too short a time available- 
between incorporation and time of 
taking over the District for the hold- 
ing of an election according to the 
Irrigation District Act. 

As I see it, the biggest drawback of 
the whole arrangement is, that owing 
to it being a complete change in man- 
agement and possibly in policy the 
first year, the first board will become 
so unpopular as to prevent any of 
them being elected when election 
time comes. Thereby leaving the 
with no experience in the manage- 
ment and unfamiliar with the negotia- 
tions with the Railway Co. 
entire board to be elected from men 

In regard to the report of Mr. Sau- 
der as General Manager — At the 
time of the report over the radio, Mr. 
Sauder had not been approached, bur 
since that time we approached Mr. 
Sauder and on April 6th. he accepted 
the position. 

I can assure the gentlemen concern- 
ed, that the Board of Trustees will 
try in every way possible to carry on 
the affairs of the Western Irrigation 
District in proper manner so that 
next April when the properly elected 
Trustees take office, they will find 
their position not harmed by any 
action of the present ‘Trusteees.

A. 1942, you will find that every mun- 
icipality is required to maintain a 
municipal police force consisting of 
one or more constables. You will at 
so note n the same section that if a 
municipality fails to appoint a cons- 
table, the Attorney General may do so 
in which case the salaries, however, 
will be paid by the municipality.

Mr. J. Crellin Takes Cadets 
On Fine Hike 
—— O——_- 

Easter Monday 30 Cadets engaged 
in Woodcraft and Fieldcraft man- 
ouvers. 

The platoon left the school grounds 
at 10 o’clock Monday morning. Each 
cadet carried a haversack in which 
were packed lunch and an extra 
sweater or jacket. 


The platoon moved off in ack-ack 
formation (3 sections) in charge of 
L|Cpl. Craddock, Cadet Folley, Cadet 

ilison. 

At Keeling’s corner they took to the 
fields, alternating at quick and dou- 
ble time. 

The first breather came about a 
mile south-west of town. The boys 
gathered around in a semi-circle and 
were shown different methods of 
falling down, crawling and_ rolling 
with a rifle. In groups of seven or 
eight they charged across stuble 
fields, under fence, in and over ditch- 
es, through brush, falling down, roll- 
ing, crawling without one complaint 
about bumps, scratches or thorns. 

The section commanders took ad- 
vantage of all opportunities that pre- 
vailed in executing practical man- 
ouvers. In this they were fortunate 
in that the topography of the country 
varied, ditches, lakes, coulees, hills 
brush, shrub grass, bogs etc. 

The day was also such that bird 
and animal life was very active. The 
cadets took a keen interest in the an- 
tics of cock pheasants, gophers, brush 
and jack rabbits partridge etc. 

it appeared as if the air training 
centres were aware of the cadet man- 
ouvers in that scarcely 10 minutes 
elapsed between visits of circling 
planes. 

At the next breather the cadets 
were instructed in practical camou- 
flage such points as; watch your 
background, avoid the skyline , be 
shine conscious, etc. being cited. 

The boys were certainly impressed 
by the little natural growth neces- 
sary to completely conceal a cadet 
from view. At one point L/Cpl. Crad- 
dock who had taken up a point of con- 
cealment had to cautiously draw his 
hand back; if he had not done so a 
Passing cadet would have stepped on 
it. 

Stopping at Mr King’s the boys had 
a refreshing drink and after filling 
their water bottles they pushed on to 
the West side of the lake; where in 
the shade of some willows lunch were 
ravenously eaten. 

In the afternoon the cadets were 
divided into two opposing sections. 
Then in mock battle they put into 
practice many of the points demon- 
strated earlier in the day. 

From his observation post on the 
crest of the hill the cadet instructor 
observed the proceedings which took 
place on all sides. Many incidents 
too numerous to mention were noted 
which showed clearly what such an 
outing meant to and what it did for, 
many of the boys. 

Only one casualty was_ reported. 
One of the juniors, in rolling under a 
barbed wire fence, caught his ear on 
one of the barbs. After first aid was 
administered, he returned to the fight 
better than ever.

Found for Wheat 
ny 

WINNIPEG, April 3, “A process 
has been perfected for the manufact- 
ure of syrup from wheat,” said Cé@cil 
Lamont, vice-president of the North- 
West Line Elevators Association, on 
his return today from attending the 
annual conference of the United 
States Farm Chemurgic Conference 
held at St. Louis, Mo. The conferen- 
ce was attended by leaders of agrir- 
ulture, industry and science from the 
United States, Canada, South Ameri- 
ea and China. Latest developments 
in science’s search for finding new 
industrial uses for farm products 
were reviewed. 

“Manufacture of syrup from wheat 
was developed at the United States 
Government’s Northern Research lab- 
oratory at Peoria, Illinois. Commer- 
cial production is already underway 
at the rate of 1,000,000 pounds per 
month. Its quality and taste equals 
that of corn syrup. ‘The new product 


is being manufactured in a_ beet 
sugar plant. 
“Wheat syrup offers distinct pos- 


sibilities for new industries in West- 
ern Canada and would result in a new 
market for wheat. There are three 
beet sugar plants located in Western 
Canada, one at Winnipeg and two in

With slight plant adjustment they 
could engage in manufacturing wheat 
syrup for the remaining eight months 
of the year. These plants could pro 
duce upwards of 60.000,000 pounds of 
wheat syrup annually and do much To 
relive the shortage o fsyrup and other 
sweetenings in Canada,” the line ele- 
vators’ spokesman said. 

“United States Government repre- 
sentatives at the conference stated 
that 100,000,00 bushels of wheat 
would be used in the United States in 
1944 for the manufacture of alcohol 
for war purposes. The quantity of 
wheat used in making alcohol during 
the past 18 months has done much to 
strengthen the price of wheat. Since 
1988 the Line Elevator Companies 
have been urging intensified research 
into finding new industrial uses for 
wheat and other farm products ana 
have consistently urged the Govern- 
ment to establish a Western Division 
of the National Research Council with ! 
uflly equipped laboratories for farm 
products research work. 

“At the St. Louis meeting the chief 
ef the four United States Govern- 
ment Research Laboratories reviewed ; 


brought about through industrial util- 
ization of wheat demonstrates the val- 
ue of research. Opponents of the 
chemurgic idea said that wheat would 
have to sell at 20 cents a bushel for 
conversion into alcohol. When these 
statements were being made wheat 
was 70 cents a bushel. Today, with 
large scale conversion of wheat into 
alcohol, Canada is able to sell to the 
United States all the wheat that rail- 
rodas and lake-boats can carry, at ap- 
proximately $1.40 per bushel. In ad- 
dition Canadian plants last year used 
more than 7,000,000 bushels of wheat 
for manufacture of war supplies. 

“Those attending the conference 
heard how science had developed the 
production of the wonder-drug ‘Pen 
icillin, fifty fold which had resulted 
in 18 government plants being built 
in the United States and two billion 
units of this drug weigh only three 
quarters of a pound and present pro- 
duction costs have been reduced to 
$7,500 per pound. 

“Search is being made for a means 
of replacing top. soils. Nature's 
method takes 400 years to produce 
one inch of ttop soil. Scientists hope 
F find a means of doing this in 3 or 
4 years instead of 400 years. 

“Production of synthetic rubber in 
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ESTABLISHED the United States will be at the rate 
and of 900,000 tons per year by the end of 
RBLIABLE 1944. Total United States consump- 


tion in 1941 was 775,00 tons. 
“Scientists reported that plastics 
could be made from virtualyl every 
type of farm wastes, even including 
straw and egg shells. More than 125, 
000,00 Otons of straw and other farm 
wastes could be used industrially if 
the transportation problem could be 
overcome,” Mr. Lamont concluded.

Probably you didn’t move very often, but each time you 
did, the Post Office gave redirectory service. And if you will 
think about that for a moment, you will begin to see what a 
stupendous task confronts the Canadian Postal Corps in han- 
dling the military mails, when thousands of men are being 
moved almost daily! 

Yet, in spite of the need of tracing men from reinforcement 
units to their locations on fighting fronts ... in spite of the 
meed of tracing them through hospitalization . . . or while 
on leave ... when their unit is moved . . . in spite of delays 
in air mail service caused by adverse flying conditions . . . of 
delays in surface transportation caused by enemy action... 


in spite of every war hazard you can think of . . . your Post 
Office and the Canadian Postal Corps delivered 31,500,000 
letters to men overseas in 1943! 

It is inevitable that, in tracing men who have been moved, 
or wounded, some delays occur. It is inevitable that enemy 
action holds up delivery in some cases. But everything that 
human ingenuity and effort can do to give you a service that 
means speedier delivery of the letters your men are waiting 
for, is being well and thoroughly done, and will be done. New 
methods of speeding mail deliveries are being put into effect, 
new possibilities are being studied. Think of your own friends 
who have been posted to new locations overseas, and realize 
the task of tracing them when their mail arrives at their former 
address! 

You can help your Post Office and the Canadian Postal 
Corps to give even better service if you will take a moment to 
make sure that your mail is correctly prepared. Do these simple 
things... 


4, Always be sure each letter or parcel (properly packed) is 
fully and correctly addressed. 

2. Use light-weight paper for regular Air Mail, or use the Armed 
Forces Air Letter Forms. Airgraph letters take a little longer 
because they must be processed in Canada and overseas. 

3. To men in hospital, mark your letter “In Hospital”, if you are 
advised to this effect. 

4. Never put into parcels perishable food, or any substance that 
can be damaged by extremes of temperature.

1. Post Offices. 
2. District Income Tax Offices. 


Your early co-operation is requested. Over 2,000,000 Canadians 
will be filing income tax returns. You can help by getting your 
forms now, and mailing them promptly. 


It is important that income tax returns be filed promptly. First, 
these returns must be filed to obtain credit for tax deductions.
